4D Examiner's Comment Regarding Requirement for Deposit 
of Biological Material 
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Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
IDS filed 2/24/03 has been considered. The IDS references do not read on nor 
render obvious the claimed subject matter. The closest prior art reference is 
Defossa et. al. (See Reference N). The difference between the Defossa 
compound and the instantly claimed compound is the substitution on the phenyl 
ring of the compound. In the instant compound, the phenyl ring is disubstituted 
with halo. In the Defossa compound, the phenyl ring is substituted with an 
aminoiminomethyl group. At pages 1-199, see the compound, 1H-lndole-2- 
carboxylic acid, 1-[[3-(aminoiminomethyl)phenyl]methyl]-5-hydroxy-, 
mono(trifluoroacetate). 

The prior art reference does not teach nor suggest to one of ordinary skill 
in the art how to modify the prior art compound to derive the instant compound. 
Therefore, claims 1-9 are allowable therefrom.
